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SHOOTS HIS WIFE AND TRIES TO 


KILL HIMSELF. 


Quarrel Ends in Murder in Grant 


County—Murderer Later Dies of 


His Own Wounds* 


Marion, Ind., Oct. 18.—Because his 


wife had gone to make her home with 
her son, five miles west of this city, 
and refused to live with him, John 
Sterrenburg shot and killed her yes- 
terday. After firing the shots Ster- 
renburg ran through a cornfield, and 
when a short distance from the house 
fired a bullet into his "brain. 
Three 


hours later he was found by the po- 
lice, 
He was brought to this city 


and died in 'the jail at midnight. 


Sterrenburg and his wife and eight 


children came from Chicago about a 
year ago and he rented the J. 3. 
Reed farm, one mile south of 
Sweetser. 
Because he refused to 


leave liquor alone Mrs. Storreaburg 
left him and went to live with her 
son. 
Sterrenburg frequently threat- 


ened to kill her and he was told to 
keep away from the house. 


Yesterday morning when he called 


Mrs, 
Sterrenburg was alone. 
Her 


husband asked her if she intended to 
live with him, and when she replied 
that she did not, he drew a revolver 
from his pocket and told her he in- 
tended to kill her* She ran from the 
house, pursued by her husband, whj 
opened fire when the yard was 
reached. 
He fired several shots at 


her, three of which took effect. Mrs, 
Sterrenburg ran across the street and 
fell in front of the home of a neigh- 
bor. 
After watching his wife until 


she had fallen, Sterrenburg ran into 
a cornfield and started in the direc- 
tion of his eldest son, 
The young 


man seeing him coming, and fearing 
it was his intention to kill him, beat 
a hasty retreat. 


Mrs, Sterreaburg'died within half 


an hour, before medical aid could 
reach her. The search for the mur- 
derer was then taken up. 
Farmers 


came from all directions and in a 
short time a posse armed with shot- 
guns, rifles and revolvers started on 
a hunt for him. The field in which 
the injured man had gone to shoot 
himself was gone over, but for some 
cause or other he was not found. It 
was supposed he had left the neigh- 
borhood and the officers of all neigh- 
boring towns and cities were in- 
structed to be on the lookout for him. 
Bloodhounds were secuted-from Eair- 
mount, out before they had been 
placed on the trail the man was found 
by the Marion officers, 


He was placed in a buggy and hur- 


riedly 'brought to this city. At the 
county jail he was examined by phy- 
sicians, who at first expressed the be- 
lief that his wound was not of a fatal 
nature. 


On the way to the city Sterrenburg 


was told that his wife had died and 
he replied that he was glad of it. 
When asked why he had killed her he 
replied that she had been talking 
about foim. The story is circulated 
about Marion that there is^ another 
man in the case. Sterrenburg is 52 
years old and 'his wife is 48, Two of 
their children live in Chicago. The 
family is well respected and well 
liked in the neighborhood.

sculptor, 
once chiseled the 


statue of the mythological goddess, 
called "Opportunity," with a veiled 
face. He said: "The reason I cov- 
ered Opportunity's face, was because 
so few are able to recognize her when 
she stands -bytheir side." The sculp- 
tor was wrong in part, as well as 
right in part. He should have blind- 
ed the eyes of the mythological god- 
dess. The chief reason: why some of 
us do aiot see the sweet-faced Pau- 
line messengers, which we may call 
the Opportunities of Christian ser- 
vice, is because most of us ore spirit- 
ually blinded by our past sins; be- 
cause most of us are not (willing1, by 
prayer and earnest communion- with 
Gtod, to make the spiritual prepara- 
tion that is necessary to fit us aright 
for Gospel work.

SELF-SACRIFICE NEEDED. 


But more than, mere equipment is 


necessary. 
Qreat opportunities aie 


willing* to bless those only who are 
ready to sacrifice, and, if need be, to 
die for the cause those opportunities 
represent. There is a wide difference 
between being1 mentally, physically 
an'd spiritually equipped to meet a 
great opportunity, and being willing 
to make the sacrifice that is essential 
for the success of that cause, after 
the opportunity has taT-rived. Pilate 
was mentally 'and spiritually able to 
realize the nature of the opportunity 
of his position.

come back."

The missionary, as soon as he 
had closed the dead boy's eyes, went 
to the lich father's home. 
When he 


first met the parent and said, "I have 
come from your boy," the fathei's 
rage knew no bounds. ^He exclaimed 
in anger, "Don't talk to me about my 
9on. 
I never want to see his face 


again while he is alive." But when 
the missionary said, "You will never 
see your boy's face again while he is 
alive; he is dead," the father broke 
down and sobbed like a child.

then said that he did want his bv 
back. And when he heard the dy« 
ing message, his remorse was gi eater 
than he could bear. 
All the re- 


mainder of his earthly life that 
father kept brooding- and regretting 
the severity of his treatment of his 
child. But his sorrow was useless. 
He could not bring back his dead 
boy. 
He could never untlo the past 


wrong. His opportunity Was gone, 
and gone forever. Mr. Moody, in one 
of his seimons, described how a way-

night to the homestead. After ioam- 
ing around the place where he had 
spent his childhood, he went out to 
tfce village graveyard.

An Unmilitary Belay.—AYhen the 


inhabitants of Canaan heard of the 
miraculous crossing of the Jordan, 
'their heart melted, neither was 
there spirit in them any more, be- 
'ause of the children of Israel" 
(5:1). It is a \\ell-kno\\n military 
principle that the best of all times 
to strike an enemy is when he is 
paralyzed \\ith fear. 
According to 


this, Joshua should have marched 
without delay against Jericho. But 
at God's command he halted at Gil- 
jal, that the Israelites might renew 
heir covenant with Jehovah through 
the rite of circumcision, and that 
thej- might celebrate the passover. 
3ur lesson shows that nothing was 
lost by this delay. 


Keeping the Passover.—The inhab- 


itants of Canaan were parnly?ed 
Atith fear at the approach of the 
ftebre\\s, and at the marvelous way 
n which all obstacles vanished be- 
fore them. 
There was 
absolutely 


110 danger of attack, and so Joshua 
rested for a time at'Gilgal, which 
was his headquarters throughout the 
conquest. During this time the rite 
of circumcision, which had been dis- 
continued during the years of wan- 
dering, was reinstituted, and - the 
passover anniversary of the 
flight 


from Egypt was observed for the 
first time in the land of promise. 
Notice that the miraculous supply 
of food was not continued after it 
became possible to obtain food in 
any other way. It was not God's 
purpose to encourage laziness. 


1 Divine Instructions.—In seeing the

Jehovah," 


Joshua had his vision as Moses had 
his at the burning bush* In 
the 


great responsibility that "had been 
laid upon Joshua he needed a spe- 
cial, personal assurance of JehovaVs 
actual leadership.

Press his impressions of the scene 
cau..ed by the Irish members in the 
house "of commons .Thursday, 
and 


whatMie believes it portends, as fol- 
lows: 


"I have seen many strange rmd ex- 


citing* scenes in the 'house of com- 
mons, but that of Thursday was the 
most-, strange and most exciting. It 
deserves serious notice-'as a sympto:n 
of and; clue to 'the present political 
condition. John O'Donnell, the chief 
character therein^' is not- the kind-of 
man; one would- expect to see figure 
in such a scenes He is one of those 
men who show the remarkable power 
of Irishmen rising-equal to great sit- 
uations, however humble and un- 
promising: their pidgin. He was bom 
in a little cottage on one of those 
small .patches of land in the west of 
Ireland which are most remarkable 
specimens of the wreckage of- can- 
tunes. 
Yet he speaks eloquently, 


chastely and the strong physique o" 
the -peasant is surmounted by a face 
of sweetness and refinement, as well 
as vigor. To see this ordinarily quiet 
young man addressing- the whole 
house for a. quarter of an hour amid 
'a din which was tempestuous, and in 
violation of every rule of order, with 
•the speaker, ministers and all shout- 
ing1, ahd''the majority helpless, and 
then afterwards to see him cross,the 
floor of the house and standing in 
front of the prime minister, who sat- 
pallid, with a sickly smile on his 
face; to see this was one of the most 
curious proofs of bow honest passion 
and indignation, created by oppres- 
sion, can cow even 'the most powerful 
of tyrannies. 
Of all-.the points of 


thp.t terrible scene—for it was terri- 
ble— the most remarkable was the ab- 
solute 'helplessness, the' cowed in- 
action of the unionist majority, so 
divided and (harassed by the sense of 
the irresistible doo incoming- hourly 
upon-their loaders that they cannot 
conceal their depression and are made 
impotent by panic. 
And there was 


the other iKuson that tbe spectre cf 
Ireland, which was supposed to be 
laid, bad risen again, more menacing 
than over. And, finally, there was 
perhaps some sense of shame at the 
feeling that this man, who was call- 
ing .for the right to be heard in the 
house of commons, had been gagged 
in Ireland by systematic persecution 
worthy of Russia at her worst. 
Hij 


has spent eighteen months in jail 
during the last three or -four years 
and hac been dragged from platforms 
•by the police before he opened his 
lips, and -lie was. recently subjected 
to a sentence which is an example nf 
deliberate ferocity, his last sentence 
of six months, October 1-1, having 
-been so given by the magistrate th-.t 
O'Donnell has to spend six weeks on 
a plank bed and nine-days on bread 
-and watei1. 


"All this suffering of the past and 


to come was written in legible let- 
ters, on the pale face and in the ey.- 
•cited eyes of lUiis ordinarily quiet 
gentleman. . Tiiis. .perhaps, -was why

tatcmcnt that the Arabs are prac- 
icnlly immune from typhoid fever. 
liat is to say, an Ara-b can -bear any 
tittd of exposure to typhoid fever 
vithout taking it. They account for 
iis peculiar bodily condition of the 
.rab from . the fact tliat ever since 
is early infancy he has beeu reared 
n impure drinking1 water, which, in 


countries 
where 
the 
Arabs 


bound, is. notably bad. It is satur- 
ted with all sorts of contamination. 
This has had the effect of weeding 
ut the weaker ones and leaving only 
ose to live who can -stand typhoid 


ever germs. The grown Arab, there- 
ore, is able to bear exposure that 
rould give a European typhoid fever 
t once- . This, however, is not lu- 
erided as an argument for the use of 
mpuro drinking water. 
It on ly 


lows that the human system is cap- 
ule of adjusting itself to uufavor- 
ule conditions. 
But while the Arab is immune from 
rphoid fever, he is especially »u-.- 
iptlble to con-sumption. This fact is 
ccounted for by the reason that he 
as -been accustomed to the very pure 
,r of the mountains, and when ex- 
rosed to the climate of Europe he 
uickly 
succumbs to consumption. 


He can stand .our drinking water, 


uL lie cannot stand our climate. 
The whole subject of national sus- 
eptibility and unsusceptibility to 
isease is a very interesting one. It 
ay be, after all, that bur climat'., 
hicli is. so peculiarly provocative of 
.tarrh, will at last produce a race of 
eople that will be practically im- 
iUne from' catarrh. 
We -hope so, flt 


iast. 
"At (present it is a national 


isease, and nearly every one has -it. 
The 
very 
best 
authorities 
on 


ironic catarrh state that there is 
uch a thing as immunity from that 
isease. The cold bath every morn- 


-, gargling the throat with coi.i 


ater, splashing the neck and cheat 
ith cold water—if this is practiced 
loroughly every morning it 
will 


tactically render any one immune 
•om catarrh. 
Paddling- the feet every evening in 
old water might also be added to this 
egime-n. 
This practice hardens the 


crvous system against the vicissi- 
udes of the weather, and will soori 
rodu'ce a condition of the system i1! 
which the subject need have no fear 
' catarrh.

Great opportunities are willing to

The op 
portunity for gieat success in an 
department of life tnever comos, ex 
sept to him who has equipped himse 
by a rigid course of preparation, an 
inexorable training. 


This premise being true, it is es 


senu.il that the Christi-au shoul 
consecrate his life to Christ, in orde 
to be prepared for the gieat opportu 
nities of Chiistian service. It i 
very important for you and me t 
live close to Christ, to feel the touc 
of Christ's anointing1 hands upon ou 
hearts, to feel the touch of his lovtn 
lips 011 our cheeks, the touch of hi 
anointing foot upon our feet, befoi 
we can go forth success Fully on ou 
mission of Christian service. Man 
failures in the Christian life can T) 
traced directly to this la-^k of spii 
itual 
preparation. 
Failing 
sue 


preparation, we cannot recognize ou 
opportunity when it comos. An an 
cient 
sculptor, 
ones chiseled1 th 


statue of the mythological goddess 
called "Opportunity,"' w-ith a veiled 
face. He said: "The reason I cov 
ered Opportunity's face, w.is becaus 
so few are able to recognize her when 
she stands 'by'"th2ir side." The sculp 
tor was wrong in part, as well as 
right in part. He should have blind 
ed the eyes of the mythological god- 
dess. The chief reason why same o 
us do Jiot see the sweet-faced Pan 
line messengers, which .we may cal 
the Opportunities of Christian ser- 
vice, is because most of us are spirit- 
ually blinded "by our past sins; he- 
cause most of us are not •willing-, by 
prayer and earnest communion with 


God, 
to ma"ke tbe spiritual prepara- 


tion that is necessary to fit us might 
for Gospel work. 


SELF-SACBIFICE NEEDED. 


But more than mere equipment is 


necpssaiy. 
Great opportunities are 


willing- to "bless those only who are 
ready fco sacrifice, and, if need be, to 
die for the cause those opportunities 
represent. 
There is a wide difference 


between being- mentally, physicAlijr 
ami spiritually equipped to meet a 
great opportunity, and being willing 
to make the sacrifice that is essential 
for the success of that cause, after 
the opportunity lias 'arrived. Pilate 
was mentally 'and spiritually a,ble to 
realize the nature of the opportunity 
of his position. Ho knew tliat Jesus 
was guiltless. . He saw clearly ami 
distinctly what he ought to do. Hut 
Pilate Tvns not ready to sacrifice fov 
Christ -his political career as gov- 
ernor of Judea. 
Therefore, Pilate, 


who saw (his opportunity, embraced H 
not, 'but shrank from it. 
So t lit re 


are many 
men who 'ad'c 
men-tally 


equipped for great opportunities oi 
Christian service, rw-lio mig'ht also be 
spiritually equipped for those samu 
cpportunities. were Vliy not umvill- 
,ng- to make the sacrifice wliich tr;:e 
consecration uem-.inds.
